SCHOOL DISCIPLINE 


Chuck Barlow unknowingly 
stole our ‘column material this 
week. We had read the same 
news stories as ‘Chuck in the L.A. 
papers, and were all set to cru- 
sade for justifiable school disci- 
pline with plywood paddles, but 
he wrote his column first so we 
Jost out. But let us add that, 
while we cannot condone the old 
rubber hose beatings of Chuck’s 
memory, we are fully behind a 
teacher who finds it necessary 
to punish a student with a pad- 
dle. No beatings, mind you, but 
just a good old-fashioned paddle 
session. 

We recall a couple of five-hole 
paddles that on occasion warmed 
our seat if not our soul. We 
didn’t like it but the words ‘‘res- 
pect’? and “obey’’? were added 
to our behavior repertoire a bit 
more solidly. And as with Chuck, 
we never had a teacher’s disci- 
plinary action questioned by our 
parents. Not once did our par- 
ents ever enter a school building 
to object to or question the disci- 
pline their seven children re- 
ceived. They may have mentally 
questioned and objected, but no 
action by them ever encouraged 
our delinquency. 


PARENTAL CRUTCH 


And if you are the parent who 
runs to the school every time 
your child comes home unhappy, 
don’t think for a minute you are 
not contributing to his delinquen- 
cv—delinquency in maturing to 
full manhood or womanhood. We 
remember our school mates who 
had mothers, and sometimes fa- 
thers, who came running to the 
principal’s office every time 
their kids got in dutch, or didn’t 
win 'a contest, or for some petty 
matter. We have observed these 
same youngsters grow physical- 
ly but never mature mentally 
or emotionally to full adulthood. 

From this group, we have seen 
several lives end tragically, we 
have seen several cases of al- 
coholism, we have seen others 
become social misfits, and= we 
nave seen:good brains lying idle, 
and we attribute their troubles 
to the lack of parental guidance.

To Request Public Meeting 
On Pro-Palmer, Anti-Alder

Attorney Stanford Shaw. will 
ask the Upland city councilmen 
tonight to hold an informal pub- 
lic meeting to hear from interest- 
ed citizens concerning the pos- 
sible reinstatement of Ralph H. 
Palmer as police chief and the 


he will request that the council- 
men devote one full meeting to 
hear from citizens relative to 
the recent discharge of the vet- 
eran Mr. Palmer. 

“The councilmen have held 
public hearings on matters less 
consequential to the public in- 
terest than this and I am going 
to suggest that this matter be 
the subject of a special meet- 
ing,’’ Mr. Shaw declared. 

He said he was employed at 
a meeting attended by ‘‘about 75 
people.”’ 

“While there is no highly or- 
ganized movement, the matter 








is one that does concern many 
citizens,’’ explained the attorney. 
“T believe it is important enough 
to justify a special meeting.” 
He said he was employed by 
a group to help get Mr. Palmer 
back as head of the police de- 
partment and to seek to get the 
discharge of Mr, Alder. 
Following the meeting at 
which Mr. Shaw was reportedly 
retained as l¢égal counsel, peti- 
tions have been circulated among 
residents, the documents asking 
the council to make the changes 
as indicated. j 
Bertram A.’ Fields, who was 
the head of the petition-circula- 
ting group, has resigned due to 
ill health, according to Mrs. 
Fields. Neither Mr. Shaw nor 
Mrs. Fields knew who was the 
nominal leader in the movement. 
It is unknown how many 
names were signed to the peti- 
tions.
